It la impossible to discuss even one of
thesequeationa fully in a newspaper artlcle.
In propoundlng them we merely wish to
auggest them to onr thinklng readers aa

subjeots for refleetion, and we propoae only,
In additlon, to glvo a few of the restilta of
our own thinklng upou them.

It aeema to us that land has no money
value except aa the result of human labor.

llut all human labor that ia spent upon land
doea not lmpart value to and not many
kinda of human labor lmpart more than
a temporary value to it. Further, in order
to iinpart value to land the labor of men
need not neceasarily bo expended upon the
land Itaelf.

When the Uuited Statea govcrnment
offers and sella Ita wild land, say in Dakola,
for a 31.25 an acre, thia prlco representa the
protectlon tbe government cxteuda to the
aettler, and the cost8 attendiug the eurvey
and sale. When the same government sella

When in a Vermont townshlp half of the
people concludo to emlgrate to Uakota, and
take what they posaeaa of movable property
and the money price of their land wlth
them, the value of land in that townahip is
depreciated by the withdrawal of no much
labor, and of so much money repreaenting
the savlngs of previoua labor. Value haa
been transfered from Vermont to Dakota,
but ia ueither place is there any more or
any lesa land, nor is the land any better or
worao, or any more or leaa valuable, except
aa the result of the transfer of labor and tbe
savlngs of labor.

So far in regard to tho value of land.
Now we will say a little about the price of
land. When a country becomea fully

ltke England or France, for inslance,
and indeed so far aa ita food

producta are concerned, new elementa come

in to Increase the price of land. There is
corapetitlon between buyers until lbe price
goea up to the point where even the most
skilful farmer does not belleve ho can make
any money at any bigher price for the land.
Thia is the condltion of thlngs in France,
where the land is mostly owned by the
farmers. The land la dlvided up Into small
farms, each one lilghly cultlvated. The
laws ln France do not favor the engrossment
of land ln few hands, a beneficent result
of the French revolution. llut ln Kngland,
where tbe pressure of aristocracy haa been
less, and whero induatrlal progresa haa fur--

nlshed food to a large part of the people
outalde of the producta of the liomo soil,

there never haa been a revolution ln the
lutorost of the common people, and tho land
haa accumulated ln a few hands. Never- -

theleas there, as every where, the value of the
land haa reated on the value of what it a.

The social and polltlcal Importauce
which, ln Knglaud, ia attached to the pos.

aesaiou of land (membershipof the "lauded
aristocracy ") haa put up the prloe of land
60 that even ln good timespractlcal farmers
could not hire it at a reut much exceedlng
three per cent on the cost. The aristocraoy
and the would-b- aristocraoy bld agalust
each other for any land that came into
market, untll the price waa no great that
other lnvestmeoU a much larger

llut tho losa of Increase waa compen
satedto the buyor by the increase of social
and polltlcal consequence that came to lilra
as a land owner, ln a country where to be a

land owner Is to be a great man.
Thls land, wheu attained, Is rented to

practlcal farmers. Tho practlcal farmers,
llke the rest of the populatlou, Increas-

ing ln each genuratloir, whlle there waa

no increase iu tho number of farms, liad
to bld against each other to get farms, yet
could not btd above what they could
mako on the land, without losa leadiug
to baukruptcy. llut thls competltlon tiat- -
urally led to a great improvutneut In farm-

Ing. The best farmer could alford to pay
i.acknovieduedbyaiui.wnof iiMiiietoiie the boitaiid the hlghoHt rent, because lie Kuew iiow lo
amo.tr.llabr.bloo.li.uruierlntl.eworld.

At last, when agrlcultural skill had reuchoil

ita height, and the farms were all let to the
best farmers at the liigheat renla, thlngs
came to a lirt.lt. Tho proflta arlalng from

akill on the part of the farmers had
not inured to the farmers themselvea. They
had been obllged to glve them to the land-lord- a

ln incroased renta, In order to hold tho
farms agalust other bldders. Thia waa

land had become a monopoly. The
uuaucceasful blddera bad notbing to do but
emlgrate to Canada, Auatralla, or the Unlted
States. It waa hard to leave the old liomo

and they had rather pay hlgh renta than do

It. llut they bad to go, and many of them
now bleaa the day that necesatty forced them
off "tbe tlght little island." Tlioie who,

by Buccessful competltlon, remained in pos- -

sesslon of tho farms, managed to llve along
untll there came on them a successlon of
bad seaaons and the flerce competltlon of

Amerlca. Now renta ln Uogland aro down,

often to les9 than one per centon the cost of

the land, and aa many of the would-be- , and
a good deal p' tbe genulne, landcd aristo
cracy held tlielr lands under mortgage for a

part of the price, sufferlng Is by no meana

llmited to tho farmers.
In Amerlca we have been Blowly work- -

ing along tn aa close imitallon of onr Ktig-lis-

forefathers aa waa posatble In a coun
try whero there ia yet an exceas of land
over populatlon. All the lawa relatlng to

land (wlth a few Blight exceptions) have
been transferred from Kngland to Amerlca.
and they ouly fall to work out the same
reault because of the abundance of land.
Kverythlng la " all cocked and primed " ior
a landod aristocracy, but the tlme has not
qulte come when the gun can be fired.

Meanwhlle otber waya uf becomlng mlllion
alrea, under the favor of good old Eugllsh
law, have attracted the attentiou and the
meana of our " amart men," and the restilta
are to be scen iu our Astors, Vanderbllts,
Goulds and Ihousandi of the money-klng- s

At present thelr attentlon is directed to rail-

roading, and thelr surplus ia invested In

city real eatate, In banking, ln the bonds
natlonal, state, and corporate which we so

willingly vote to issue and in farm mort-gag-

all over the land. Controlling the
highwaya and the currency of the country.

debt paying, we may throw otl the grip
that la upon us. If we will pay the na-

tlonal and all public debts, liquldate our
debts and make no more, we may

even go on under the laws aa they are wlth
little liarm. llut lf we can be coaxed and
flattered and deceived into contlnulng and
Increasing the sum of indebtedneaa, we are
simply taking the path backward from
American liberty to Kuropean serfdom.

The greatest evil in our colleges is that
they are fillcd up with rich men's rowdy
sons, who are allowed by the managera to
ratsbehave themselvea ln all sorta of sliame-f-

ways, to Impose upon otber students
who are there on busineas, aud to lead away
into mischlef aud siu the sons of men who
are deprlvlng themselvea of comforts ln
thelr old age that theae sons may be

It la considered a drawing card by
most of the colleges that rlch men send thelr
sons there, and aa tliese gllded youths pre
fer the colleges which will permlt them to

atudy little aud xntsconduct themsolvos
much, there ia a competitiou between the
college authorltlea in the matter of lenlty
where severlty thould exist. Another evil
thing about our colleges is that the more
rlchly they are eudowed the more it costs to
get an educatlon there. Tbe poor colleges
give the best educatlon for the least money,
as a rule. It Beems to ua that free colleges

coutrolled by the state must in tlme take
tho place of the instltutlons, B

fow of which may bo preserved as curlosl
tles and for the use of the aristocracy of our
democratic republlo. It is now about as
much aa a poor boy's life ia worth to go to
oneof these "leadiug colleges." Within a
few montha one boy's eyes were put out by
a bazlng party, And more recently suveral
students were absolutely abducted and car-

ried away by a party of their mates. His
almost a dally matter to see reporta of the
rowdylsm andrullUnism of college students,
and thls seems especially true of eastern
colleges, Therefore Mr. Cliadbourue's let-

ter comes like a wbiff of clear alr across a
meiihitic awaiup.

; and ot thls movement, its obiect aud
ita Hinit, we know nothlng. Wo have no
data for calculation, and the mlghty secret
must rest wlth God tlll he shall please to
reveal It.

Not unllke these are the two great
human llfe. There ia n successlon

of events, making up much of what we call
life, constantly ueginnlng, never ending,
which is repeated over and over every cen- -

cration. There Is also a progressive move-

ment, both of the individual and of the
race, which does not return upon itself, the
objecta and limita of which are known to
men onlv aa it baa pleased God to reveal
them. ft ia wlth thls latter movement that
man is connected as responsible under the
moral anu permanenc governineni 01 uoa.

llut again we hear him say, " I know that it
sball be well with them that fear God,
which fear before him; but it shall not be
well with the wicked."

sion of the wliole matter: Fear God and
keep his commandtnents, for thls ia the
whole duty of man, For God will bring
every work into judgment, with every secret
tuing, wiiumer ib ua luuu ur wutuuur uo
evil- - "liou requlreth that which n past.

It ia the glory of Christianity, and a dem- -

onstratlon of lts trutb, that it so bring)
these two movements into harmony, that,
wuile it presentB ln tlie strougest posalule
lieht the vanlty of paasiug obiects and
scenes considered as an end, lt doei not
lesseu our Interest nnd actlvity ln them.
Not onlv does Christianity make the most
of tbe two movementa iu their result so
that we gain our lives by loslug them it
also makes the moat of them as they call
forth our energiea, bo that we become tnore
actlve in the dutiea of tlme as wo care less
for its objects. It makes us more " dillgent
in bualness," as' we become "fervent ln
Bplrit, serving the Ixird." It is thus that all
human empioymenta may Decome equai in
the eight ot God, for Jie regarda them aa there
is manifested through them a purposo and
temper that conspire with the onward move-

ment of his moral government, Wuatever
standa related to tbat, and as itstauda thus
related, haa grandeur iu it. hat mau is
this who is so earnestly at work in the very
humble employment of making a fiue powder
stlll more fine by coustant attrition ? It is
Michael Angelo, grindlug the painU wlth
which he ia to paint for eternlty, The
humble thluga must be done; the paints
must be grouud; but tuey wlll ue groundall
the better if we feel tbat we aro to paint for
eternity wlth them. Thera are duties toward
God, ludispensable, the liighost of all, but
tbey can never be acceptably performed in
the willful disregard or neglect of any duty
toward man, You are uever to forget that
the best preparatlou for heaven is in that
character which will fit you for the greatest
uselumess ou earth, Maric Jlopkmt, JJ.li.

Tf lfill was the astroloirers'

yearowingto the great conjunctiou of
and Siturn, upon which so many

trightf ut prophecies were based, 1 SS'2 will
be, in a simllar sense, the astronomer'a year
on account of the translt of Yenus. The
transit does not occur untll Djcember, but
the ailronooiers are already preparing for
their observations of it. Iu fact, they ba--

gan their preparatious more thau twenty-liv- e

years ago, so important is thia event to
astronomical ecience. I)y the transit of
Yenus ia meant the paasaze of that planet
between the earth and the suu so that the
planet ls seen against the disk of the suu
llko a black dot. It owes ita Importauce to
tbe fact that lt furnisbes, perhapa, the best
meana of measuriug the distance between
the earth and the suu, and thia distance ls
the astrouomer's yard stlck, without which
be cannot get along. i he more accuraieiy
the buu'b distauce is known the more correct
become other astronomical measuremeuts,
Modern estiinates of the distance have varied
between 03.000,000 milea and 01,000,000
mllei. Since the trauslt of 1871 it has beeu
put at about 02,600,000 mlles, but the aa-

tronomers thlnk they are yet one or two
hundred thouaand milea out of the way, and
thls year they hope to cut these lltnlts of
error down very much. The resulta they
acbleve must staud for more than a oentury,
alnce there will not be another transit of
YenuB untll 2001 Ntte York Sun.
